Perinovic, up front, with 


Lachlan Armstrong, who 
returns from suspension to 
roam behind the forwards. 
Despite a 2-2 draw against 
South Melbourne, which 
Cosmos should have 
wrapped up mid-way 
through the second stanza. 
It can take solace from the 
fact it recorded it’s first 
goals of the season through 
defenders Paul Dee and 
Jason Dunn. 

Olympic have scored six 
goals this season, with Kris 
Trajanovski leading the 
way with two superb 
strikes, but its defence has 
a question mark on it after 
conceeding six goals. 
Olympic coach Dave

In 1958 the Pan Hellenic 
Soccer Club, the forerunner 
to the Sydney Olympic SC 
was_ formed. The club 
changed it’s name to Sydney

Phillips Soccer League (PSL) 
that commenced in 1977. The
